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The first of the original " Seven 
Wondei-s of the World " was the 
Great Pyramid of Egypt at Gizeh. 
The pvramids were very numerous. 
Some were of great size, but the 
most were small comi>aratively. 
They date back to the time of the 
Pharoahs who were co-existent with 
Abraham. The varitnis kings of 
the different dynasties are each 
said to have built one for their own 
sepulchre. They were built on a 
rocky site, often with ' a subter- 
ranean chamber, above which were 
one, sometimes two, crypts furnish- 
etl with sarcnphauius, and had gal- 
lery passaires leading to them. 
After the death of the king and 
queen and their interment in the 
saicophagi, the entrance to the py- 
ramid was walled up. Some were 
surrounded by cemeteries with 
monuments. There were thr«>e im- 
mense ones at Gizeh, the largest 
and oldest, that of Cheops, who 
was the .second king of the fourth 
dynasty, stood on a site originally 
775 feet square and rose to a height 
of 4/51 feet. The apex at the top 
afforded a space 30 feet square. 
By estimation this pyramid con- 
tained S5,000,000 cubic feet of 
stone. Second only to the above in 
size it is said, were the pyramiils of 
Nitrocris aud Seostris The stone 
material was obtained fiom neigh- 
boring quarries, and the blocks 
were dragtred up inclineil ways, 
raised as the work progn'ssed, to 
the place intended for them. On 
the exterior facings of some of 
them were hieroglyphic writings 
similar to that on the obelisk in 
our Central Park. Many of the 
pyramids, in later times, were 
quarried and demolished for mate- 
rial to build up Cairo and oth<>r 
tt>wns. However, then^ are many 
yet remaining in pn>cessof dilaiiida- 
tion and decay. The pyramids re- 
calls the victory of Napoleon ov(»r 
Mameluke horsemen. 

The soi'ond wonder, the tomb of 
Mausolus, Satrap, or King of Caiia, 
was erected at Halicarna.ssus, 353 
B. C, by his widow, Queen Arte- 
misia, who was his own sister. It 
was of vast proportions, and its 
artistic sculptures were the most 
famous in Greek art. Its surpass- 
ing magnifienee gave origin to the 
generic term " mausoleum " to all 
subsequent costly mortuary struc- 
tures. It stood unimpaired until 
the 12th Century, 'after which it 
began glovvly to decay. It is said a 
part of it was destroyed by an 
earthquake previous to 140'i A. r>., 
at which time the Knights of 
Rhodes took HaliOArua'wus, built a 



castle there and used the tomb as a 
quarry for material in buihiing it. 
Afterwards the Turks came in pos- 
session of that locality and the site 
of the tomb was cotni-letely oblite- 
rated and forgotten. Excavations 
by Newton, under Enuli.>^h suspices 
in 1857, developed the site and its 
general outlines, and maiij' frag- 
ments, incliiditrg a statue of 
Mausolus, were recovered. After 
his death Artemisia reiirned as 
Satrapess of Caria until 351 B. c 
The third wonder, the temple of 
Diana at Ephesus, was built 552 
B, c. It is said to have been creat- 
ed at the common charge of all 
the Asiatic States. According to 
Pliny the time in erectingit covereii 
220 years. It was 425 feel long, 
225 feet broad and was sirpportetl 
by 127 columns of Parian marble 
()0 feet high. It was immensely 
rich in ornamentation, havinsj: great 
numbers of figures around it sculp 
tured in relief. It was a tradition 
that eight temples of Diana had 
been built and destroyed on the 
same site, the last being burned 
by the Goths iu a naval invasion, 
25(5 A.D. The last must have been 
built after the destruction of the 
one clas.Kotl as a world bonder. In 
mythology Diana was a virgin god- 
dess, daughter of Jupiter and 
Latona, )\nc temple w;is in her 
honor. 

The fourth wonder, the walls and 
terraces (hanging gar<lens) of Haby 
Ion, are supposed to have been 
built by Nebucliiidiiezzj\r to please 
his wife Amytis, who was a Median 
princess — Antytis 561 B, c. They 
consi^ted of several acres of matle 
land lifted and suspended between 
tiers of arched stone walls, at an 
elevation variously given at 105 to 
300 feet above the plain In time 
the terraces collapsed anil the walls 
decayed gratlually jifter Babylon 
ha»l cease<l to be the capital of the 
A.ssyrian empire. The Brooklyn 
Hridgi* between the towers would 
be a capital i)lace for a hanging 
garden, if devoted to such ti pur- 
pose. 

The fifth wonder, the Colossus 
of Rhodes, was erected 288 B C. It 
was a bronze statue of Apollo, or 
rather of the sun god, and was 105 
feet high. The architect, Chares, 
who designed and made it, was a 
pupil of Lysippus, the founder of 
the Rhodian school oj sculpture. 
After standing (14 years the CoUis- 
sus was sliilttered by an earth- 
quake, fell and lay in ruins for 
over 800 years, until a Jew iKiught 
it and took it on 900 camels to 
Al»>xander, It is represented in 
picture iliustralions as st tnding on 
opposite stone piers, its legs span- 
ning the channel entrance to the 
harlwr of Rhodes, with full masted 
ships sailing under between. That 
is iurprobablo, for if the channel 
under it was of any considerable 
depth the ruins would have lain out 
of sight under water so long, 
that the memory of it would have 
boon only ti legend long hefort* tin' 
Jew carried it away in sections. 

The sixth wonder, the colos.sal 
irold and ivory statue of Zeus 
(Jupiter, the chief g(Kl of mylh- 
olouy), at Olympus, was made 
437-0 B. C. Hundreds of yeai-s af- 
terwards it was removed to Con- 
stantinople and was there destroy- 
ed by fire, accidentally orotherwise, 
476 A. D. 

The seventh wonder, the Pharos 
at Alexandiia, was a great light- 
house and watch tower standing on 
an island in front of the city. It 
is said to have been built by 
Ptolemy Soter abmit 290 B. c, and 
was destroyed by an earthquake 
in the 14th Century. It is elainu>d 
that other watch towers ant^^ilated 
it as far back as the Trojan 
war, at the entrHnee to the Dar- 
danelles, the Si'H of "M.-iinmi.i .-Mtd 
the Bosphoiu.'- 

The natural wunucr, me jjicat 
rock of Gibraltar, " PillBr of Her- 
ctiles," has sl(M»d from the creation, 
and with its interior artificial stor- 
age rooms, barracks, tutinels and 
galleries, it will stand to the end 
of the world an impregnable for- 
tress, unless the vandal hand of 
man with drill and explosiv«M« in- 
tentionally destroys it.

ing feats of the ancu 



greater wonder when we reflect on 
the primitive tools they must have 
had and their lack of modern 
machinery. They were advanced 
in many things. Their literature 
was pi-eserved by the stylus and 
tablet, and in the sciences and fine 
arts their lame has thundered down 
the ages. Archimedes, the Greek, 
invented a .scre>\' for rai.sing water 
which developed the principle of 
screw propulsion for modern ships. 
Homer exploits the armorers of his 
tim<' and particulatly the invinci- 
ble armor of Patroelu's. The finely 
tempered sword bladt^s of Damas- 
cus steel are the criterion of merit 
to this day. The Bible sfK^aks of 
rope, chains, of artificers in wood, 
iron, brass anfl gold. But what 
did they know of explosives for 
blasting their rocks, or of giant 
motor power for moving them? 
Perhaps they had pulleys and 
tackle. No doulit they were used 
to beam, handspike and crowbar 
levers for lifting, and to rollers for 
moving heavy weights. But they 
had no steam winches, no boom 
derricks and none of the more pow- 
erful labor saving factors of today. 
Y<'t they raised hud placed in posi- 
tion enormous blocks of solid stone 
that would put the skill of '>i>i.i.>'n 
mechanics on their mettle. 

As seen in the building oi i ih< 
pyramids, they built inclined cause- 
ways !ind must have continued 
thent all around their structuroki to 
the very top, on which to drag and 
propel by rollers and levers great 
blocks of stone, as the}- were doing 
at the Tower of Babel when over- 
taken by the confusion of tongues. 
These inclined ways involved im- 
mense labor in the construction 
and removal after (he structures 
were finished. But the cost of 
manual labor did not count for 
much in those times, except for 
food. All labor was vassal, and in 
the wars b<>tween tribes and prin- 
cipalities, prisoners takerr captive 
became the slaves of their conquer- 
ors and were put on the public 
works. In the building of the 
Suez Canal, only some three de- 
cades ago, thonsands of the fellahs 
of Egypt were impressed and ^^ ' 
cd under the lash, iu the 
ditch, for almost nothing at the 
mandate of Khedive Ismael Pasha.

However, sad to 
say on Thursday, April 2Bth, he 
'Med, The Sunday afternoon 
preceding, a deaf-mute girl was at 
the hospital and the doctors per- 
suafled her to talk to Mr. (Javnnagh 
by means of the sign-language. 
VVho the deaf girl was, is not 
known, though we have tried to 
find out. Rea<ling in the Sentinel 
that his t)ody was still held at the 
mormui p'-nding the arrival of a 
brother, >' nk, on the Satur- 

day after I . Ii t<)ok place, hur- 

ried over Ujwn, determining to do 
what she coiih! to persuade the 
deaf to band together and give the 
unfortunate man a decent burial, 
in case the brother failed to appear. 
She met one deaf-mute to whom 
she appealed f(»r co-operation, but 
in vain. Then she went to the 
office of one of the leading dailies 
and engaged in a conversation with 
the city editor. Did he know if 
Mr. Cavanagh's brother h»Ml come 
or would the body be buried in 
Potter's field ? He did not know, 
but he knew that the (U-nf poet had 
a contract with So-and-So r^rinters, 
and they hafl the books. This gave 
Miss Blank an idea. 

"If the brother came not, why 
not get the public to buy the books 
and thus get funds to uive lh<^ pott 
H funeral ?" That was a grnxl idea, 
but he did not know how many 
books there were I'M ; she might 
find out Ihouuh. 

" Well, I want to do what I can" 
said .Miss Blank, " and if I were in 
his place, and to be buried in the 
I'otter's field, I should feel very 
hadty." 

The e<]itor said nothing, but 
Wiemed to \t^ deep in thought.

One of these doors he opened and 
drew out a slab on which reposeil 
the dead body of the deaf poet. 
Miss Blank sli'.vered, but the man 
assuring her t lere was no danger, 
she took a ste) 'forward and gazed 
into the deaf i ian's bandaged face. 
She noticed that I'le was very thin, 
and his han<ls were small and 
shapely. And then liapfMunng to 
look into the opening in the i(«>- 
box, she lieheld the cort)se of a 
neirro baby on a slab above the 
deaf man's corpse. Once more she 
gazed at the <leaf man's features, 
and then asked the attendant if the 
brother of the dead man had called, 
or if any word had l)een r(!c,eived 
from him as yet. The man shook 
his head sadly, no word had come, 
though they hoped to li(*ar from 
him sfion. How long could they 
keep the corpse ? Along time, if 
neeu be. Was She, Miss Blank, a 
friend of the deaf poet ? No, Miss 
Blank ha<l never had the pleasure 
of m.et.iiig him, but she felt it 
would be a pity if he was to \h- 
buried in I^otter's field. " It 
would be too bad, but I do hojw 
the brother will come," and with 
that she left the liouse of death. 

On the way to the i)rinling office, 
she m«!t another deaftnut<5, and 
hastily pulling off her kid-ylove, 
gave him a iialhetic di-scription of 
what she had .just se(ui. But the 
man flid not seem inclined to help 
her in her effor'.s. Such a lack of 
sympathy Miss Blank coMsiden'<l 
very strange, liut being sick at 
heart, she did not attomj)t to say 
more. 

In the printing office, she met a 
pleasant e.derly gentleman, who in 
reponse to her queries ssdd tliat 
they had been doing some printing 
for Mr. Cavanagh for over a year, 
and they thought a great deal of 
him as they knew he, Mr. (Cavan- 
agh, was fi good and honest man. 
" We knew," the gonlleman went 
on, " that Mr. Cavanagh had no 
money, but ho wanted us 1,o take 
all of his poems and put thfin into 
a book, and we had faith that he 
could sell them. We printed 
10,000, of which .lOO are bound, 
I looked over Mr, Cavaurigh's 
pai)er8 and wrote to his brother, 
but have received no answer as 
yet." Thus did he convc-rse with 
the repotlei for half an hour, and 
then she disclosed her plan to him. 
"If you do not hear from the 
brother, write to me, and I will do 
the best I can by putting the fa(!ts 
before the |)tiblic in a literary way. 
No floubt people would be ^lad to 
buy the books if they knew 1hat'l)y 
so doing they couhl do him a little 
kindness so far as a funeral is con- 
cerned." Reporting at the office, 
she was glad to find that she <;ould 
now go home, espetdally as the 
morgue had been too miudi for her 
sensitiveness.

Dontun ftlolie, April IS7. 

A public meeting was held in the 
parlors of the Park St. church yes- 
terday afternoon, to consider ways 
and means to estaldish a liomt! in 
Boston for aged and infirm deaf- 
mutes who are destitute. 

Rev H. Slaidey Searing, chaplain 
of the House of Correction an<l 
minister of St Andrew's mission for 
deaf-mutes, opened the meeting. 
Ill- said there was no provision 
made for these people except in 
almshouses, where they are de[)riv- 
ed from communication in their 
own hingnaue. He s[)()ke of tin- 
great philanthropy of the people of 
Boston, as proved by their generos- 
ity to the blind, saying that the 
property accumulated for that 
benevolent purpose is now /tbout 
$4,000,000. 

" AikI I know," said he, "that 
when we once get the home started 
they will be equally gcn«'rous, and 
public interosi will l)e aroused in 
the cause. Deaf-Mules are neglect- 
ed in pauper institutions, not be- 
cause the officers in authority are 
indifferent, but because of the un- 
fort u n ales' i nabi I i ty to corn m iiii icate 
their wants." 

Mr. Searing sj)oke of the sugircs- 
tions mad(; to him in regard io the 
matter by Mr-s. Margaret .1. Magen- 
nis, to whom he paid a tribute for 
hf-r philanthropic work along many 
lines, and read an exccdlenl articdc 
whi(di sh(* had published in a Boston 
paper in nigard to the movement. 

Mr. S((aring, who has evolved 
this p|an for a home, is the only 
Protestant clergyman In New Knft- 
land who preaches in the sign 
languag<! to these afflicted peofilc 
Rev. D. D Addison, rector of All 
Saints church, Brookline, was ap- 
pointed chairman of the meeting. 
R*}V. A. E. George, pa.stor St. Mat- 
thew's church, South Boston, said 
he was in sympathy with the move- 
ment and hop<'d the meeting would 
take active measures at once. Mrs. 
l''lorcnce Spooner expr<issed her ap- 
preciation of the movKinent, .-md 
spoke encoiiraginiily of its success. 
Mrs, Mary S. Howes and Mrs.

Myer Prinstein, of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, who made the longest 
jump ever credited to a man, clear- 
ing 24 feet and 7^ inches, proved 
the stivr performer of the day; but, 
though there were many other iji- 
teresling events, our unusual in- 
terest in the races was directly due 
to the fact that Gallaudet College 
was represented among the con- 
testants. 

While the Gallaudet athletes are 
known to have taken part in many 
similar contests and have come out 
victorious more than once, we <lo 
iu)t believe that they have ever 
taken part in an event as big as 
that of Saturday. It may, there- 
fore, have been ahold move on their 
part to compete in this great inter- 
collegiate event, and it may al.so be 
taken as an indication that 
Gallaudet's Athletic Association is 
as well organized an association as 
any similar one Its pMst reputa- 
tion has for the most part been but 
local, we believe, but now the way 
has been opened for a national re- 
putation.

The Ijegislatnre failed to make 
an appropriation for the main- 
tenan(>e of either the Cleveland or 
(Cincinnati day schools for the 
deaf. The latter lias receiviMl 
State aid for many years and Cleve- 
lantl since the school was establish- 
ed two years ago. 

Just why the Legislature tailed 
to provide for the u.sual appropria- 
tion is unknown, unles.* it thought 
the law which grants Jil.'iO for 
each pupil is suffi<'ient. According 
to the Cleveland Leader, the school 
authorities up there seem to be 
worried over the fact, and that if 
they cannot draw sufficient money 
from the sclnwl fund, pan of the 
deaf children will have to be .sent 
to Columbus to be taught in the 
State institution.
